Foreword 


Some  years  ago  there  came  into  the  compiler’s  hands  some  bundles 
of  letters  containing  family  data  which  had  been  the  property  of  the 
late  S.  Frank  Balcom,  of  Indianapolis,  Indiana.  From  these  letters  he 
had,  over  many  years,  doubtless  collected  a  large  amount  of  informa¬ 
tion  about  the  Balcombe  family.  Whether  he  had  ever  progressed  in 
his  searches  to  the  point  of  any  complete  arrangement,  the  compiler 
of  this  history  of  the  family  does  not  know. 

From  this  collection  of  letters  containing  tradition  and  recollection, 
and  but  little  of  what  might  be  accepted  as  evidence,  the  compiler 
began  a  search  for  records  and  proof  which  could,  in  time,  result  in 
a  family  genealogy.  The  major  part  of  his  time  from  other  than  the 
necessary  duties  of  a  rather  active  life,  have  been  devoted  for  more 
than  fifteen  years  to  this  task,  with  much  assistance  from  a  devoted 
wife. 

While  persons  bearing  the  family  name  may  not,  at  first,  seem 
very  numerous,  records  indicate  a  rather  large  family.  To  reconstruct 
and  group  the  thousands  of  members  has  been  a  sizable  task.  Three 
well  defined  families  appear,  as  well  as  some  “strays.” 

No  attempt  has  been  made  in  this  volume  to  indicate  the  source 
or  birth  of  the  three  ancestors,  nor  to  conjecture  their  relationship, 
if  any,  to  each  other.  Neither  has  any  attempt  here  been  made  to 
carry  the  fines  beyond  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century,  ex¬ 
cept  to  complete  a  generation. 

There  is  also  no  attempt  to  include  any  complete  biographical 
notes  of  various  members  of  the  family,  nor  to  include  excerpts  from 
legal  papers  such  as  deeds  or  wills.  Military  service  is  indicated  to  such 
an  extent  that  from  the  data  here  included  a  full  history  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual  can  be  secured  from  the  usual  sources  and  archives.

To  completely  and  adequately  recount  the  history  of  the  family 
a  separate  volume  for  each  erf  these  ancestors  would  be  required,  and 
before  any  such  sizable  undertaking  begins  there  should  first  be  pre¬ 
pared  a  volume  which  would  subject  records  as  now  known  to  cor¬ 
rection  and  comparison  by  the  members  of  the  family  at  large.  That 
is  one  of  the  purposes  of  the  present  volume. 

Another  purpose  of  this  volume  is  to  place  in  permanent  form 
at  this  time  the  existing  data,  before,  perhaps,  such  form  of  preserv¬ 
ation  is  impossible. 

A  few  words  relative  to  the  arrangement  may  be  in  order.  The 
standard  arrangement  followed  by  the  New  England  Historic  Geneal¬ 
ogical  Society  in  its  Register  has  been  used.  Each  succeeding  gener¬ 
ation  has  been  indicated  by  a  number,  indicated  by  a  superior  figure, 
or  exponent,  while  those  members  with  known  descendants  are  preceded 
by  a  number,  under  which  his  family  may  be  found.  No  attempt  is 
here  made  to  trace  female  or  daughter’s  lines,  nor  as  mentioned  above, 
to  carry  on  beyond  the  beginning  of  the  ninteenth  century. 

The  often  repeated  remark  that  the  right  to  a  particular  spelling 
of  one’s  name  was  as  personal  as  the  style  of  one’s  dress,  is  well  illus¬ 
trated  by  the  variety  of  spellings  of  the  family  name  by  the  various 
branches  and  divisions  of  the  family.  The  spellings  here  given  are 
not  explained  or  justified,  but  are  used  consistently  throughout  this 
volume,  despite  the  fact  that  many  of  the  descendants  themselves 
use  another  widely  different  spelling.  More  than  thirty  spellings  of  the 
name  appear  in  the  various  records. 

It  is  the  hope  and  expectation  of  the  compiler  that  information 
and  data  which  will  correct,  supplement  or  complete  the  records  here 
will  be  communicated  to  him  in  order  that  he  may  assemble  as  com¬ 
plete  data  upon  the  family  as  possible.  Information  is  particularly 
requested  upon  the  persons  listed  in  the  section  headed,  “Unassigned 
Balcoms.” 

The  gratitude  of  the  compiler  is  extended  to  countless  persons 
who  have  made  records  available  to  him,  to  many  in  charge  of  records 
and  vital  statistics,  probate  records,  and  especially  to  the  encourage¬ 
ment  of  his  own  family.  Most  special  credit  is  due  to  his  wife,  Edythe 
B.  Balcomb,  for  her  aid  and  encouragement,  as  well  as  for  the  prepa¬ 
ration  of  the  complete  and  exhaustive  index.

1.  Henry1  Balcombe,  blacksmith,  was  born  about  1640, 
probably  in  England,  died  at  Charlestown,  Mass.,47 
29  Apr.  1683.  He  married,  first  Sarah  (Smith?)  ;  and 
secondly,  12  Aug.  1666,  Elizabeth3  Haynes,  born  at 
Sudbury,  19  July  1644,  died  there  20  Nov.  1715,  daugh¬ 
ter  of  Deacon  John2  (Walter1)  and  Dorothy  (Noyes) 
Haynes. 

He  was  admitted  an  inhabitant  of  Charlestown,  1 
Sept.  1665. 

He  was  a  Constable  at  Charlestown  in  1665,  and 
his  signature  may  be  found  on  a  return  of  Jurors  dated 
17  Aug.  1665  in  the  files  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court 
of  Massachusetts.  (File  No.  1396) 

He  bought  land  of  Walter  Allen,  20  June  1669,  at 
Charlestown,  bounded,  “NE  Street  to  ferry;  SE  W. 
Allen;  SW  Thomas  Lynde’s  Great  Field;  NW  James 
Casey.”  This  tract  of  land  was  approximately  one-half 
acre  in  area.  The  intersection  of  streets  at  the  north¬ 
eastern  boundary  form  what  is  known  as  City  Square. 
One  part  of  this  tract  was  sold  by  heirs  of  Henry  in 
1709,  and  another  part  in  1723. 


♦Unless  otherwise  stated,  places  are  in  Massachusetts. 
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The  inventory  of  his  estate  which  is  on  file  at  the 
Middlesex  Registry  of  Probate  at  Cambridge  records 
an  estate  valued  at  £354:19:0. 

The  Haynes  family  settled  on  a  grant  of  land  called 
“Quinisigmond”  after  arrival  on  the  “Confidence”  9 
Apr.  1638.  Deacon  John  Haynes  granted  one  hundred 
acres  of  land  included  in  this  tract  to  Henry  Balcombe 
5  Sept.  1672. 

After  the  death  of  her  husband,  Elizabeth  returned 
to  Sudbury  with  her  children.  In  1694  and  at  other 
times  she  purchased  more  land  which  when  added  to 
the  original  one  hundred  acre  tract  totaled  nearly  one 
square  mile.

Tabitha. 

He  sold  his  holdings  of  land  in  Annapolis  County 
about  1783,  at  the  arrival  of  the  Loyalists,  and  settled 
at  Wilmont,  Nova  Scotia.

The  Vital  Records  of  Tewksbury,  Massachusetts  re¬ 
cord  deaths  there  of  the  following  persons  bearing  the  name 
of  Balcom  which  to  date  the  compiler  of  the  family  records 
has  been  unable  to  place,  but  from  the  data  he  feels  belong 
among  one  of  the  lines  in  the  preceeding  sections  of  this 
book. 

Several  possible  solutions  suggest  themselves  as  to  the 
places  where  these  bearers  of  the  name  were  connected,  but 
proof  and  not  conjecture  is  required,  hence  their  listing  un- 
this  heading.  Further  information  and  data  will  be  welcomed 
by  the  compiler. 

Jonathan,  who  died,  7  Feb.  1736,  “in  his  68th  year.” 

Mary,  wife  of  Jonathan,  who  died,  11  Oct.  1727,  “aged 
52  years.” 

Josiah,  who  died,  29  Sept.  1758. 

Joshua*  Capt.  who  died,  15  Feb.  1817,  “old  age,”  aged 
81  years. 

Sarah,  wife  of  Capt.  Joshua,  died,  16  Oct.  1816,  aged 
78  years. 

Oliver,  who  died  at  Serg.  Worster’s,  4  June  1785. 

Jesse,  who  died  at  Joh  (n)  French’s  23  July  1787. 

Davis,  “late  of  Windham”  died  7  Apr.  1834,  aged  65. 

Hannah,  wife  of  Davis,  who  died,  6  Jan.  1815,  aged  58.

On  14  April  1932,  at  Revere,  he  married,  Edythe  M. 
Bovett,  B.Sc.  in  Ed.,  Boston  University,  1928,  born  at  Pitts¬ 
field,  daughter  of  Daniel  W.  and  Florence  A.  (Pine)  Bovett. 

From  1922  to  1931  he  was  a  teacher  in  the  junior  and 
senior  high  schools  at  Revere  in  charge  of  commercial 
education.  As  the  result  of  competitive  examinations  he 
was  appointed  Junior  Master  of  Roxbury  Memorial  High 
School  for  Girls  located  in  Boston,  in  1931.  His  present 
rank  is  that  of  Master  at  the  same  institution. 

He  is  a  member  of  various  boards  of  trustees  and 
directors,  and  is  the  proprietor  of  The  Fraedy  Press,  a  pub¬ 
lishing  house. 

His  fraternal  memberships  include  the  Odd  Fellows,  of 
which  he  is  a  past  state  executive  presiding  officer,  and  the 
Masons.  He  is  a  member  of  both  York  and  Scottish  Rite 
bodies,  a  past  presiding  officer  of  all  the  York  Rite  bodies, 
and  holds  office  in  the  several  Scottish  Rite  bodies.
